The substrate of Bryant can not be cut into a plurality of strips because the substrate is attached to the bag. However, the Applicant's 
attention is drawn to column 4, lines 20-30 wherein the reference discloses that the substrate is retained loosely in the bag. 

The Applicant also argues that the releasing strip of Bosses is attached externally to the bag. However, the reference discloses in column 
2, lines 15-25 that the releasing strip comprises a porous substrate containing said fragrance/anti-bacterial that is releasably and adhesively 
secured to the releasing means. Therefore, the substrate is capable of being released, cut into strips, bent, and inserted into the bag. 

The Applicant continues to argue that the card of Colon and Benko are not for use with a vacuum cleaner. However, the card of Colon is 
completely capable of being used with a vacuum. 
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
